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Wally aims at making 
a life fuller and richer 
for the working _man 


Wally Curran does not like the 
word “deprived” as used to describe 
schoolchildren in the western suburbs. 
suburbs. : ; 


He thinks it casts a slur on the children. If 
they are deprived, it is the system’s fault, not the 
children’s. Yas 

A Newport man, Wally grew up in Williamstown 
and knows the situation in local schools. 

He firmly believes it is everyone's right io See 
and appreciate the performing arts and in fact 
the arts in general. . 

His own childhood was “deprived”, but this 
hasn’t stopped him discovering, at the age of 40, 
a considerable talent for pottery. & 
There’s no false modesty about Wally — in 
fact he exudes a refreshing directness. 

But he’d be a hard man to argue with. 

Wally was one of the organisers of the Youth 
Arts Festival held early last month in the Williams- 
town Town Hall. } 

The festival, for primary and secondary school 
pupils in Williamstown and Altona, was packed 
out over all five days. 

The children saw live theatre, contemporary 
dancing, folk music, a woodwind quartet and an 
instrumental reck group, some for the first time. 

The same programme was held at four other 
centres throughout the metropolitan area — Col- 
lingwood, Broadmeadows, Springvale and .Moorab- 

in. 

Wally says the idea for the festival developed 
about four years ago. 

A number of people concerned about the lack 
of almost any contact with the arts in the present 
education system formed a group calied Action 
For Better Education. 

This group, based mainly in the Williamstown 
area, got the unions involved in the idea and the 
festival just grew from there. 

The idea had the backing of. Wally Curran and 
the Meat Industry Union from the start. 

Wally says the first festival was held in Wil- 
liamstown in 1969 and dealt with ecology and wild- 
life — subjects they now don't have time for — as 
well as the arts. 

The idea got its big boost at ihe second festival, 
in 1970, when the Australian Council for the Arts 
gave it its backing. 

This year, the council gave a donation of $2500, 
as well as a great deal of practical help. . 
The union donated $1400 as well as donations

from -shop committees, and a group of 12 other 
unions also made donations. 

Wally says the council and the union have 
started planning already for the next festival, 
scheduled for 1974. 

‘And they have the whole-hearted support of 
teachers and youth workers in the five areas of this 
year’s festival. 

Wally says the effect of the festival on the 
Williamstown and Altona children is quite striking. 
Most of this year’s audiences at the Williamsiown 
Town Hall have seen some of the performing arts 
at either one or both of the other festivals. 

He says they now form a competent audience 
— they can talk about ballet or theatre and show 
more interest each festival. 

He says the attentiveness of the Williamstown- 
Altona audiences was noticeably better than that 
of audiences in the other four areas whose contact 
with performing arts had been negligible. 

The first time modern dance was performed 
in the festival, the chiidren ran wild for about 15 
minutes and then were captivated by the display. 

This year they were the perfect audience he- 
cause they knew and appreciated the dancing. 

Wally sees a great future for the arts festivals, 
including tours of Victoria and a programme that will 
eventually be able to take in a more complete look 
at the arts. 

He doesn’t see that there could be anything 
incongruous about a union sponsoring an arts festi- 
val. 

In fact, he says probably no other institution 
would be capable of the organisation involved. 

Aftee all, the trade unions have the best 


organisational set-up in Australia. 

And, judging from the reaction of children alt 
over Melbourne to the arts festivals, their organi- 
sational skills will be needed for a long tim2 to 
come.
